SPECIAL REPORT OF TILE xiUDITOR OF STATE. 



Office of the Auditor of State, 

Columbus, 0., April 3, 1863. 
Hon. James R. Hubbell, Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

Sir: In answer to the resolution of the House, requirir ^ i-'.v. ..veral county 
auditors to make out and report to the Auditor of State Ti' lai, niimber of colored 
persons, resident of their respective counties, have iminigratev! fr tm other States 
since March 1, 1861,* and the State in which each resided > efor coming to this 
State, and also requiring the Auditor of State to report to the iiou&e from time to 
time, as he receives the returns, the number of such immigrants, and the States 
from which they came, I have the honor to report that the auditors of fifty-seven 
counties have complied with the resolution, and those of thirty-one counties failed 
to comply. In the fifty-seven counties reporting, there are 1,384 colored persons 
who have come into the State since the first day of March, 1861, or within the 
last two years. Of these, 8 came from Op.tif'.da, 811 from Virginia, 108 from 
Tennessee, 123 from Kentucky, 147 from North Carolina, 14 from Alabama, 10 
from Arkansas, 2 from Georgia, 1 from South Carolina, 14 from Mississippi, 10 
from Missouri, 3 from Texas, 2 from Louisiana, 6 from Maryland, 2 from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 52 from Pennsylvania, 53 from Indiana, 8 from Illinois, 4 from 
Michigan, 5 from New York, 1 from Massachusetts. From the slave States there 
are 1,251 ; free States, 123; Canada, 8; District of Columbia, 2. Total, 1,384. 
If the counties not reporting should have the same proportion, the increase of the 
colored population of the State witliin the two years is about 2,000, making allow- 
ance for such as may have left the State during the same time, and who were 
residents therein March 1, 1861. A large number of these immigrants are chil- 
dren. This is particularly the case in Meigs county, where the immigration was 
of families. In most of the counties reporting, the auditors took special care to 
secure accurate returns. 

Appended hereto will be found a tabular statement showing the number in each 
county, and the places whence they emigrated.
